Before starting to crochet from this book, please read the 
following: 


These designs are created with an even tension and if an 
oA >| : 2 i; even tension is used, your doily will not cup ... Many 
ei! crocheters are inclined to make tight ch lengths, then loose 
long tr or dc as the case might be -- this causes cupping, so 
please work with a compact tr or dc, and not too tight on 
your chain -- this methods eliminates cupping and gives you 

a nice flat piece you can be proud of. 





Blocking is another important thing - if you don't have a 
doily board, make one as shown in this book, starch your 
crochet pieces lightly and pin on the board using care in 
shaping -- you will be well rewarded.

Frost-tone Art 49 — one cone, color desired — Doily 
measures 16 inches dia., for smaller use Daisy size 20.

HOW TO TURN WORK 


In crochet a certain number of chain stitches 
is added at the end of each row to bring work 
in position for the next row. The number of 
turing chains required depends on the stitch 
with which you intend to begin the next row. 
Listed below are the turning chains for each 
of the basic stitches shown in this book. 


Single Crochet (sc)................. Ch 1 to mm. 
Half Double Crochet (half dc)... Ch 2 to tum. 
Double Crochet (dc)................ Ch 3 to cum. 
Treble (tr) 20s. eee Ch 4 to curn. 
Double Treble (d tr) ............... Ch 5 to turn. 
Triple Treble (tr tr) ................ Ch 6 to mm.
